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THE MINERAL RESOURCES OF NATAL. 
Some two years since reference was made in the Aiming Journal 
to the interim report of Mr. F. W. Norrn, F.G.S., on the Coal Fields 
of Natal, and his detailed regort now issued contains not only much 


valuable information with reference to coal, but also many interest- 
ing details, The southern parts of the Colony were not examined, 
l'eferring to the geology of the country, Mr. North remarks that the 
actual results of denudation, coupled with some elevating and 
depressing inflwenee by faults, is that between the coast and the 
Orangé Free State, every succeeding strata that exists from the base 
of primitive rocks near the coast to the upper triassic beds covered 
by volcanic rocks upon the mountain tops of the Drakensberg are 
exposed to sight. Commencing at the lowest of this series, the 
primitive deposits of granite, gneiss, and metamorphic rocks, one of 
the most important of the latter is the metamorphic limestone known 
as the Umzimkulu marble, situate about 8 miles from the séa, near 
the banks of the river of that name. If useful to the architect 
or sculptor, cheap communication by sea and railway would, by 
moderate tariff, bring it into use at all the chief towns of South 
Africa, and play no unimportant part in adding to the wealth and 
beauty of the South African Colonies. There is no reason why other 
deposits, such as metallic veins, which miners are accustomed to find 
in these primitive rocks in other parts of the world, should not also 
appear here in association with them in the large tracts of land 
between Zululand and Cape Colony, where the surface is overspread 
by them. Of the various descriptions of rock usually associated 
with the primitive metals may be mentioned granite, gneiss, clay- 
slate, quartz, and carbonate of lime. These are all found in the 
tract of country now under consideration, and therefore it is quite 
within the range of possibility that important metallic veins are 
embedded in them. Indeed, they are already known. 

Gold has already been found in small quantities, and silver, tin, 
lead, and zine may also exist, but no authenticated instance of it was 
brought to my notice. He was informed that copper appears at 
several places in the country near the north-east boundary of Natal, 
in Pondoland, and also at other places in Kaffirland for a total 
length of 260 miles, from which it may be inferred that along this 
rather irregular line the geological elements are in existence that 
are conducive to the successful search for and mining of copper. 
With regard to the latter metal Dr, Sutherland, F.R.G.8,, the 
Surveyor-General of Natal, says that it “ occurs in the gneiss rocks 
on the margin of the Tugela Valley,a few miles south of the 
Caledonian hot springs, and also in the county of Durban, on the 
Umzimbazi River. In neither of these localities has a clearly defined 
vein yet been found. The ore occurs as an amorphous carbonate, 
which very diversively impregnates the lamina of the gneiss, At the 
Insiswa mountains in the Amaponda territory, the line of demarca- 
tion between a vast eruption of this igneous rock and the secondary 
rock, is rendered remarkable by the occurrence of various ores of 
copper containing traces of gold.” Already a little enterprise and 
capital is, says Mr. North, being exerted in this direction in Kaffir- 
land, where arrangements have been made with the natives to work 
them; but of all kinds of mining that for metalliferous deposits is 
the most adventurous, and those embarking in such undertakings 
should be prepared for a reverse as well as a success, and not be 
discouraged by a failure. 

The next geological phase in the ascending order is a series of 
horizontal sandstone rocks containing no trace of coal seams, and 
above this series comes the peculiar conglomerate, called by Dr. 
Sutherland “ the boulder clay of Natal,” and known by the geologists 
of Cape Colony as “ Dwyka conglomerate.” This singular composite 
rock has been a difficult problem to those geologists who happen to 
have had the opportunity of studying and comparing it with kindred 
rocks in other parts of the globe. Mr. E. J. Dunn, Geologist for 
Cape Colony, says:—“ A the Dwyka River the conglomerate is met 
with, almost free from fragmentary rocks, also with fine fragments 
throughout its base, and, again, coarsely conglomeratic ; in fact, 
nearly all the diversity of character observable along its great extent, 
which cannot be less than 600 miles within Cape Colony, is repre- 
sented in this locality. The conglomerate consists of a bluish grey 
base, so fine that its constituents are not resolvable except under 
high magnifying power, and then no crystals are disclosed, It 
appears to be a very fine indurated mud. In this base are inclosed 
boulders, pebbles, angular fragments, and grains of a great variety 
of rocks, such as granite (several species), granulite, gneiss, mica, 
and other schists, quartz rock, hard sandstone, jasper, in which are 
lamine of magnetic oxide of iron, homfels, quartz, small pieces of 
felspar, &c., occasional blocks and small pieces of amygdaloid with 
greenish grey crystalline base, and amygdules of ca!cspar are also 
met with.” Mr. Bain called it “claystone porphrey. Dr. Sutherland 
says of the place where he observed it in Natal, a distance of pro- 
bably 500 miles from the specimen referred to above :—“ It is com- 
posed of greyish blue argillaceous matrix, containing, in a state of 
dispersion of wondrous uniformity, numerous fragments of granite, 
gneiss, graphite, and the other mineral associates; also quartzite, 
greenstone, and clay-slate. Some of the included fragments, judg- 
ing by measurement, weigh upwards of 5 tons; others are not the 
size of a pea; and the great mass is composed of undurated clay in 
astate of levigation of more or less fineness. The great Scandinavian 
drift is precisely the same in mechanical composition as this boulder 
clay.” The formation extends over a very large area in Natal, and 
the Surveyor-General says :—‘ It reaches southward from the Tugela 
to St. John’s River, and from thence to Cape Colony,” where Messrs. 
Bain and Rubidge have said it is of “vast extent,” and Mr. Dunn 
ventures to say, that there alone “it extends 600 miles.” Such, 
then, is the nature and persistance, so far as is already known, of 
this remarkable formation. 

The next geological series after this is the Pietermaritzburg shale, 
upon which, both in Cape Colony and in Natal, the formation con- 
taining the coal seams is deposited. This formation may be well 
studied in the immediate neighbourhood of Pietermaritzburg, for it 
extends in the townlands as far as the boundary of them towards 
Camperdown and also to the Town Hill. It appears difficult to 
distinguish exactly where they end, It is certain they contain no 
coal, and yet they blend into, and apparently form part of, the 
series of rocks of which the Town Hill is composed, which, in truth, 
nppears to be the lower portion of the triassic formation that con- 
tains at a higher zone important coal seams. Other parts of the 
colony have these shales exposed, and beneath them no coal must be 
expected. If a boring commenced reach a conglomerate, it may be 
decided at once that coal does not exist beneath, and operations 
may cease. Of course this decision can be formed at once without 
boring in any tract of country where the boulder clay or Pietermaritz- 
burg shale is seen upon the surface, The uninitiated will probably 
be at a loss to recognise the Pietermaritzburg shales in remote 

ituations from that city; but with the boulder clay it is not difficult 
for any amateur to perceive its most peculiar structure; and from 
that well marked geological horizon it will be easy for all to remem- 
ber that in the rocks beneath there is no chance of finding coal, 
whilst those above are either the coal measures or the shales closely 
allied to them. 

The coal measures of Natal, differing in geological age and posi- 
tion and in many other respects, from the true carboniferous deposits 
of England, oceupy a large area of the upper part of the colony, 

hiefly in Klip River county, extending, with only slight intervals, 
all the way from the Town Hill of Pietermaritzburg to the Buffalo 
River on the north-east and the Drakensberg Mountains on the 
north-west. Indeed, nearly the whole of the colony beyond Pieter- 
maritzburg, geologically belongs to the same series and is of the same 
age as the rocks that contain the coal seams; but, notwithstanding 
this, the actual coal seams extend over only a small portion of this 
area. The rocks and shales, with plant impressions indicative of an 





coals of good quality were found, and even there they are thin and 
meagre ; and it is 85 miles from Pietermaritzburg in a direct line to 
the farm Eland’s Laagte, situate also upon the southern border of 
the workable area, where he found a seam of steam coal. This farm 
is about 14 miles from Ladysmith, 85 miles from Pietermaritzburg, 
and 120 miles in a direct line from the coast. The whole of the 
country between the coast and these points is devoid of any good 
workable steam coal, so far as can be seen upon the surface or 
estimated from the very inferior known indications. There are, 
however, many known deposits in a patch of coal measures upon the 
coast (and also in the same geological horizon in the Umvoti and 
Weenan counties), among which we may mention the 16 in. seam in 
the cliff upon the coast at Morewood’s Cove, and another section 
2 in. thick, near Verulam Railway Station, county Victoria, both 
situated in the narrow detached band of the same carboniferous 
rocks. 

This singular patch of coal measures is at sea-level upon the coast 
north of Durban, at the mouth of the Umlanga, and extends from 
that place to Morewood’s Cove, and possibly from thence, in continua- 
tion, into John Dunn’s territory into Zululand, for that country, both 
inland and upon the coasts, also has’ deposits of coal. The other 
meagre deposits are within the large tract of triassic coal measure 
rocks north of Pietermaritzburg, and will be found at many farms 
in the Umvoti district and Weenan county, to which reference will 
be made hereafter. The thin and inferior coals of the Umvoti 
district were duly examined, and it appears that there exists upon 
the margin of the workable portion of the coal field a border of un- 
profitable coal measures which hitherto has not yielded workable 
seams ofcoal. Within this border, stretching from Zululand through 
the Umvoti and Weenan counties, there are many indications of coal 
upon the surface, which from time to time during the past 30 years 
have been worked in a promiscuous manner by Europeans; and as 
the natives now dig out even 6 in. seams of coal at convenient places 
for their own use, there is every reason to believe that they dug out 
the coal and burnt it in those parts of the colony where wood is 
scarce at a much earlier period. It is quite certain that in many 
places they mined the iron ore, smelted, and hammered it into the 
shapes required by them at their own primitive forges. 

Very interesting remains of ancient diggings were noticed in the 
Klip River county, showing the excavations, pieces of half-melted 
metal and ore, combined with scoria, and in one instance, upon 
Davels Berg Farm, Klip River county, even the solid flat-topped 
lump of basaltic rock, much bruised and battered, that had served 
these early metallurgists for an anvil still stood at a convenient 
height above the grass-covered surface, bearing witness to the 
industry of the natives who at one time lived thereabouts, None of 
the Kaffirs now living in the kraals close by the spot know anything 
about these primitive ironworks; it is quite true, and they know 
perfectly well that assegais were made there, but have lost all tradi- 
tion as to by whom the work was done, and none of them know when 
the new rural and peaceful spot was a busy and perhaps more 
populous centre of industry. 

The workable portion of the carboniferous series, all within the 
county of Klip River, containing an area of about 1190 square miles, 
abounds in coal seams both workable and otherwise, the outcrops of 
which are often found in the beds of the various rivers or upon the 
hill sides, and are invariably situated in favourable positions for 
economical mining. This is the area to which chief attention is 
directed in the report because it is within this tract of country that 
the coal seams, the subjects of this investigation, were suspected, 
were ultimately found in such abundance, and the produce from 
them tried with such success upon the Natal Government Railway. 
Commencing at Job’s Kop, a few miles due north of the drift at the 
Tugela River in the Umsinga location, the coal field may almost be 
said to extend from that point east and west and due north to the 
boundaries of the colony. The boundary on the north-east is the 
Buffalo River, though it is very probable that the workable coal 
seams crop out a few miles before reaching the banks of it, and 
reappear at the corresponding geological horizon upon the side of the 
Utrecht mountains in the Transvaal. Upon the other boundary to 
the westward exactly the reverse occurs, for there the coal seams are 
last seen dipping beneath the slopes at the foot of the Drakensberg 
mountains, and doubtless pass beneath, reappearing upon the opposite 
side of them in the Orange Free State. The geological formation 
containing them is invariably horizontal, and the coal seams over 
large areas lie nearly level within a very easy distance of the surface. 
The rocks associated with the coals are light grey sandstones of both 
fine and coarse texture, generally false-bedded, containing small 
calcareous nodales that are sometimes left strewn about the present 
surface upon the site of any of the decomposed rock. Together with 
these rocks are laminated light and dark grey shales, often with many 
markings of fossil flora. Sometimes the sandstones and sometimes 
the bands of shale form the roof of the coal seams, which vary in 
thickness from a few inches to 12 ft. Full details in reference to 
this are given in many accompanying vertical sections. In Natal, 
as in the case of the Stormbergen coal field (Cape Colony), the com- 
pound seams of coal are often divided by bands, or layers of earthy 
material, but it is gratifying to notice that this unfortunate phase in 
the coal deposits of Cape colony is not so persistent with these, and 
in one instance (this refers to a general section of the country 
around the main coal near Umraki so far as it is exposed in the 
dongas near the top of the mountain, and in the spruit flowing 
towards the Buffalo until it is lost upon the sandy plains near 
Lekkerwater) in a total thickness of 10 ft. 9 in. there is only about 
3 in. of parting; and many others show good workable sections 
without much space taken up by intervening bands of deleterious 
mud or other earthy matter. In those instances where they do 
occur, these layers of shale or sandstone rock were apparently 
deposited between the bands of coal during a period when ,from 
some cause or other, the vegetation forming the coal was less prolific 
in its growth, or more probably during the period when the currents 
containing the coal plants were diverted into other channels in the 
same locality. The whole of the deposits, whether of coal, shale, or 
sandstone are of a very lentiform nature, but perhaps this tendency 
is the most noticeable in the coal seams themselves, where a gradual 
thickening or thinning of the deposit is often visible, and will, of 
course, become more observed when collieries are opened up, and the 
coals are systematically exhausted. Valuable deposits of iron ore, 
usually magnetic, accompany these workable carboniferous deposits, 
as well as those unworkable ones already alluded to. Perhaps the 
most important deposit was discovered on Prestwick Farm, near 
Dundee, belonging to Mr. Jordaan, in close proximity to good and 
cheap éoal of both bituminous and anthracitic qualities. 

With regard to labour for coal mining in Natal, Mr. North states 
that it is folly to suppose that any agricultural labourer in the 
colonies of South Africa, either European or native, can with a few 
months’ practice become an efficient hand, competent to either take 
care of himself or get out the coal with economy, both as to gross 
quantity per diem, and as to the produce being as much as possible 
large coals instead of small or slack. This experience is only gained 
by continuous working in a mine, and whilst I am firmly convinced 
that no labourer is more capable of acquiring this knowledge by 
training and practice than the Kaflir, and particularly the Zulu 
branch of that race, there has often been some doubt upon my mind 
whether extensive works could be carried on by their aid alone, 
because, as is well known, the practice of the Kaflir is to hire himself 
for a short period only, during which he will earn sufficient cash, 
probably a small amount, in order to make a special purchase, such 
as a gun or cow, or to pay the hut tax; and having worked con- 
tinuously for the term of his hiring, he receives the needful money 
and retires for an indefinite period to the ease and, from his point of 
view, to the positive luxuries of kraal life. Taking a broad view of 
the subject, and speaking generally of the male portion of the whole

Therefore, although they are a most hardy and populous race, and 
from their courage and intelligence admirably adapted for beeoming 
trained colliers, there is some doubt whether they will apply for 
employment in sufficient numbers at the collieries, and, if they do, 
it is also doubtful whether more than a small percentage of them 
will stay at the work a sufficient length of time to be properly 
educated in the dangerous occupation of coal mining. The Kimber. 
ley diamond mines have in the past been a favourite resort for Kaffirs 
desirous of securing money to buy a gun. Greater difficulty is now 
experienced there in obtaining labour, so much so, that the Govern. 
ment of the Cape expressed their willingness to bear half the cost of 
bringing men from Delagoa Bay. Greater difficulty would probably 
be found in inducing Kaffirs to contract to work in the darx recesses 
of a colliery instead of in the open works of a diamond mine. How- 
ever, in calculating the cost of the coal delivered upon the locomotive, 
computed at 12s. 6d. per ton, he has assumed that native labour will 
be forthcoming at an advance of 40 per cent. upon the average rate 
of remuneration for farm labourers. 

Summarising the results of his investigation Mr. North draws at- 
tention to the fact that coal exists in Klip River county, that there 
are several qualities, and that the workable seams vary from 4 to 
10 ft. in thickness, That both analysis and experiment have now 
proved that the coal may be used with economy in the locomotive. 
Some of the most free burning (say section 44) will make gas; most 
of it, if properly mined, will make good house coal, and some of it is 
specially adapted for general steam purposes. The area of the coal 
field available for working is 1350 square miles, which, assuming an 
average thickness of 4 ft., and allowing the ample deduction of 50 
per cent. for faults, worthless coal, and barren. ground, contains 
2,073,000,000 tons. A large proportion of these coal deposits are 
either in Crown lands or upon farms the land of which has been dis- 
posed of, but the right to work coal reserved to the Government, 
Railway communication for the economical distribution of the pro- 
duce of this isolated coal field, is absolutely needful if it is to have 
any chance of development. The explorations for coal in either 
Weenan, Umvoti, or Victoria counties have, until the date of this 
report, only revealed unimportant indications. In the hope of finding 
workable coals in either of the counties, Mr. North strongly advises 
that a series of deep borings be systematically made by the Govern- 
ment, and he would advise that the first of these borings should be 
near the mouth of the Umhlanga River, and that the next should be 
immediately beneath the coal in the cliff at Morewood’s Cove. The 
information given in the tabulated sheet of analysis and experiment, 
is intended for the consideration of all who are disposed to seriously 
study the question, and he is willing to hope that the quality and 
nature of these coals, when collieries are fully at work upon them, 
will be so much better than the samples he had to dig from every 
outcrop, that his estimate of them will be found to be beneath 
instead of above their actual value. 








WIRE TRAMWAYS. 


Some improvements especially directed to remedy a defect in wire 
tramways, hitherto regarded as insurmountable, have been invented 
by Mr. JoHN Brown, of Cannon-street. When the inclination of 
the path taken by the wire exceeds a certain angle or gradient a 
difficulty is experienced in preventing the ordinary carrier to which 
the load is attached from slipping on the wire, and when the inclina- 
tion to be ascended becomes very considerable, it not only arrests the 
usual onward course of the load, but, were the load, by special tem- 
porary means, placed on the wire tramway at some part of its steep 
course it would immediately slip backwards on the wire. To obviate 
this defect, when it is desired to carry them up steep acclivities, he 
proposes to form a carrier or saddle in such a way that it shal sit on, or 
rather straddle, the travelling wire, though certain portions only of 
its under surface are to come into direct contact with the said wire. 
It is oblong in form, of convenient dimensions, and made of any 
suitable material. Fora certain distance along its under surface, 
beginning at each end, he cuts triangular grooves, or grooves in the 
form of a saddle. These grooves may be lined with indiarubber, 
leather, or any yielding and elastic material, in order, to some extent 
to assist in preventing any tendency on the part of the saddle to 
slide on the wire. This lining, however, is not very essential. Let 
it be supposed that the two parts of the saddle just described are 
resting upon the wire, the underneath central part of the carrier 
being perfectly free. Through the centre of the carrier, in a vertical 
direction, he makes a hole sufliciently farge not only to admit but to 
allow movement or play to the prolonged arms of a pincer or 
pinchers placed underneath the saddle for the purpose of clasping 
and pressing the wire. The internal shape of the jaws of the pincer 
will be curved so as to suit the form of the wire. On the central 
part of the top of the carrier he places, in an horizontal and traverse 
position, a small shaft. To one end of this shaft is suspended, by 
means of a curved and articulated rod, the load to be carried which 
is made to occupy a position strictly vertical in its relation to the 
wire. 

But now comes what he considers the most important part of his 
invention. From the upper part of the shaft, where it crosses the 
centre of the carrier, rises a stud, the plan or horizontal section of 
which has an accutely elliptical form, or it may be likened to the 
longitudinal section of a spindle. The two arms of the pincer rise 
above the shaft, and reach at least to the level of the top of the stud. 
The end of each is shaped fork-wise so that the shaft may occupy 
freely the passage thus made. Now it is evident that any opening 
or separation of these arms must tend to close the jawsof the pincer, 
and thus force them to act upon the wire. This occasionally neces- 
sary tightening is thus effected:—KEach sharp end or edge of the 
stad which, on each side of the shaft, separates the two arms, If 
the shaft turns the stud must accompany it, and in its course neces- 
sarily force open more or less widely the arms just mentioned ; thus 
compelling the pincer to fasten its jaws upon the travelling wire. 
This action is unnecessary whilst the course of the wire is over level 
or slightly undulating ground, because the load underneath hanging 
vertically, and therefore at right angles, or nearly so, to the wire, no 
slipping of the carrier on the wire is to be apprehended. But in 
ascending any considerable acclivity it would be brought into play, 
for the curved and articulated rod which is in fact a prolongation of 
the shaft, ever maintaining its vertical position owing to the weight 
of the load attached to it, would form a more or less acute angle 
with the wire in its ascending course, 

This persistent vertical position of the rod with its burthen wonld 
have the effect, under the changed circumstances, of turning the 
shaft and with it the stud, which would then separate the arms of 
the pincer, and force it to tighten its grasp on the wire ; thus pre- 
venting any backward or sliding movement of the saddle. This 
tightening action must obviously increase in proportion to the 
increase of the acclivity to be ascended. The object of the invention 
is the effectual holding of the wire, at certain times, by the jaws of 
a pincer, and he prefers to effect this in the manner described ; but 
there are various modifications by which he might produce this 
closing movement of the jaws. 





ORNAMENTING METALS.—In carrying out his invention for the 
ornamentation of metals Mr. Gko. Bowgr, of St. Neots, proposes to 
take articles of cast iron, malleable iron, wrought iron, or steel which 
have been subjected to the action either of steam or of air or of 
oxygen, or of carbonic acid, or of mixtures of the same at an elevated 
temperature, by which means a protective film or coating consisting 
of magnetic oxide of iron has been formed on the surface of snch 
articles, and submit the articles so coated to galvanic action by 
placing the same ina suitable metallic solution, and bringing the 
same into connection with the current obtained by the loyment 
of adynamo-electric machine, or other well-known source of electricity 
whereby the articles so treated become coated with a film or coating 
of metal or metals deposited upon the magnetic oxide. In order to 
make the bond of union between the deposited metal and the 
magnetic oxide more firm he proposes in some cases to rub the 
surfaces of the articles coated with the magnetic oxide with a brush 
or device having filaments or attenuated or finely divided bodies 
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composed of OF coated with metals as described in one of his previous 
patents before placing the articles in the galvanic bath.

THE COAL FIELDS OF INDIA—THE KISTNAH DISTRICT. 


sir,—-In Mr. Medlicott’s last letter dated July 4, which is nothing 
more or less thana virulent personal attack on myself, is full of mis- 
statements, omissions, wrong Conclusions, and unwarrantable 
assumptions, I have to contradict the following in order of their 
publication :—1. “Supplied with skilled labour with scientific 
apparatus.” No apparatus for boring for coal has ever been placed 
at my disposal (Norton’s water-boring tools were sent by mistake I 
suppose), this is the first misstatement. 2. Lam talked of as “ One 
nninstructed in these matters ; 7, I acknowledge I may be, but I dis- 
covered coal in the Madras Presidency before Mr. Medlicott entered 
upon his geological service in India. 

In answer to paragraph 6—* The carelessness, contradictions, and 
obstructiveness” of the Superintendent of the Indian Geological 
survey, Yes, the carelessness in not noting and reporting the 
poulder bed—é.e., Talchar rocks or rock immediately below coal in 
Jndia—now to be seen in Lat. 16° 30’—now particularly brought to 
notice by Professor V. Ballin his book published in 1881—* Diamonds, 
Coal, and Gold of India,” page 60. Why was no notice or report 
made of this important boulder bed in 1868? Why have they 
allowed 13 years to elapse before publishing this fact? Late as it 
js, this is a confirmation of my views, This boulder bed, in Lat. 
16° 30” north, is situated close to the fort belonging to the 
Mooktialah Rajah (south-west of it) in a small stream, but the 
poulders are magnificent, some of them 50 tons in weight and could 
not escape the eye of any one unless he was wilfully blind. This is 
one great act of omission or carelessness. 

Again, at Vadadry village, on the evening of Feb. 6, 1868, the late 
Dr. Oldham told me in the presence of Mr. A. J. Stuart, Madras 
Civil Service, that he had seen some burnt shale--question coal? How 
does this. agree with paragraph 6 of Mr. Medlicott’s present letter ? 
Mr, Stuart is at Madras now. Here is a contradiction. 

A discovery of coal fossils in the eastern part of the Kistnah 
district was made by Mr. Charles A. Oldham early in 1868. Was 
this important matter reported to the Madras Government in 1868 ? 
It was not. Here there is another glaring omission. 

At Juggiapettah town itself in January, 1868, a meeting of officers 
alluded to in paragraph 10, the following circumstance occurred, but 
Mr. Medlicott does not mention it:—The Rajah of Mooktialah made 
a positive statement that he had seen the coal burning in open heaps 
in the bed of the Pallair River in 1851. This positive declaration, 
made in the presence of four English gentlemen, Dr. Oldham 
stigmatised asa lie. When people have.a bad case they generally 
resort to abuse; it is so here, the Rajah told the truth. 

In reply to paragraphs 7 and 8 the 1851 coal I discovered was not 
either a physical anomaly or a mental delusion, but a fact; this same 
coal was unreservedly placed by me, by permission of the Madras 
Government, in the Madras Geological Museum for scientific inspec- 
tion, and I have now in my possession letters from brother officers 
of the Madras Army, recently sent me testifying to the above facts. 
The false assumption that this coal was black slate is one of the 
misstatements I have every reason to complain of, asit has been the 
means of inducing the Madras Government not to re-open the 
Kistnah district coal enquiry, 

I totally ignore, deny with scorn, any allusion to myself or my 
endeavours to bring the Kistnah coal. enquiry before the Madras 
Government, as being an aider or abettor of the Mudnapoor coal 
fraud, or inany way whatever taking advantage of such afdisgraceful 
act. But Mr. Medlicott, in para. 12, has had the temerity to state, 
«General Applegath was not slow to take advantage of these favour- 
able conditions.” This is a most disgraceful misstatement. 

After making the above declaration, I think it is needless at. pre- 
sent to notice anything else Mr. Medlicott may have said of me in 
his letter of July, 1882. But to further the extension of the Kist- 
nah district coal enquiry, I will take an opportunity of making 
known the opinions of other members of the Indian Geological Sur- 
vey. First, in 1868 Mr. Charles AS, Oldham assured me of his 
belief that the Kistnah district coal would turn up a tramp. card 
yet! This information has. been, several years ago, placed on the 
records of the Madras Government. Again, the Madras public 
journals of 1874 have published Mr. R, B. Foote's opinion, that. the 
coal accompanying rocks of Suzareney (here the coal is: about 
80 ft. thick and only about 33 miles north of my coal district) re- 
sembled the rocks of the Juggiapettah. district. 

Professor Valentine Ball has stated, in the Journal of the Society 
of Arts, London, dated 28th April, 1882, page 596: “He was at a 
loss to know how he had been understood to say that there is no 
prospect of coal being found in the Madras Province ;’ and lastly, 
Mr. Medlicott himself, about eight years ago, wrote that “ his opinion 
was reduced to the conviction that there must be some combustible 
rock there.” 

There is no excuse for the tone of Mr. Medlicott’s letter; neither | 
has he any right to bias the Madras Government by making mis- | 
statements to serve his own purposes. There is one thing quite | 
plain, that there has been throughout a great deal of unprofessional | 
bias. When the Government directed the Superintendent of the 
Geological Survey to view and report on the Kistnah district, they 
wanted full particulars, and nothing important should have been 
kept baek or hidden. from them. 

And in conclusion permit me to give’ the contents of Vol. 3, pub- 
lished in 1865. They were—Article 1. Raneegung Coal Field; parts 
1,2,and 3, &c. Article 2. Additional remarkson the geological rela- 
tions, and probable geological age of the rock systems. Article 3, 
Indian mineral statistics. In this is found “ Coal” (page 215), con- 
taining 12 pages, the last paragraph being: “In Madras no coal is 
krown, Coal has been more than once stated to occur in the Goda- 

very or some of its feeders, and even very recently, but as yet 
nothing but black shale, which will not support combustion, and 
which are in all probability of a totally different age from the: coal- 
bearing rocks of India have been met with.” T. OLDHAM,

SIMONS REEF CONSOLIDATED GOLD MINING 
CORPORATION, 


An extraordinary general meeting was held at the offices of the 
company, 103, Cannon-street, yesterday (Mr. G. P. Kirson in the 
chair), for the purpose of considering, and if thought fit passing, a 
resolution for the voluntary winding-up of the Corporation, and ap- 
pointing liquidators, 

Mr. F.S. MEIKLEHAM (the secretary) having read the notice con- 
vening the meeting, 

The CHAIRMAN said that the notice stated the exact object of the 
meeting, which was to consider the position of the company, and in 
order that they might be able to do so he would state what had oc- 
curred lately. Some time agoa petition was presented against the 
Carta Para Company, the effect of which was to disincline share- 
holders to pay their calls, and the directors had an immense deal of trouble in 
collecting money. As they all knew, the Carta Para Company were the lessees 
of a certain portion of the Simons Reef property, and at the time the lease was 
granted it was supposed that the mining operations in the Carta Para, with the 
Carta Para capital, would produce a revenue which would pay all the expenses, 
and{a dividend to this company; and he had not the slightest doubt, from the 
experience they had derived from what little had been done, that would have 
been carried out but for the circumstances he had now described. Last year, in 
the month of November, a petition was presented against this company by Mr. 
Horncastle for an alleged debt, and very shortly afterwards another petition was 
presented by a shareholder of the Carta Para, who had no other motive for pre- 
senting his petition but that he objected to pay his calls. Well, the Carta 
Para Company defended both petitions successfully, and they were dismissed 
with costs; but during these petitions the Carta Para mission was sent to India 
to commence the work which was the object of the lease, That mission did an 
immense deal of work in a short time, and satisfied themselves that there was 
goll on the property, and that it was a property which might be worked to ad- 
vantage. They remained there till the fever season drove all the labour away, 
and then returned to England, and their recommendation was that no more 
money should be spent during the fever season and the monsoon, which lasts 
tillthe month of August. Inthe month of August the directors made a call, 
and that call was so badly responded to that it threw on the directors the dis- 
agreeable necessity of bringing actions and resorting to litigation to enforce it. 
‘hoat brought about a state of things between directors and shareholders which 
was anything but advantageous to the company, and the end of it was this— 
they were pressed on all sites to resume operations in India to save valuable 
time after the duration of the monsoon; but before they were in a position 
to do so they said “It is impossible for us to incur expenses there 
without seeing we have funds at our bankers here to meet them,” and as these 
ealls were not paid, and as every process which the law afforded was adopted by 
those gentlemen to defend themselves—and in most cases they had permission 
te defend—that meant frittering away the company’s funds ; and the directors 
saw thecompany would be landed in interminable litigation, and they were 
strongly advised to present a petition themselves for the winding-up of the com- 
pany, in order that they might get a liquidator appointed who would under- 
take the economical liquidation of the company—getting the money in, and as 
the company had practically no debts whatever to consider the desirability or 
propriety of reconstructing the company on the more satisfactory basis. Well, 
#« petition was presented by the directors as the quickest way to arrive at this 
solution of affairs; but within a few hours of its being presented another peti- 
tion was presented by Mr. Beall, the solicitor, to the petitioner of last year. Upon 
the hearing of the petitions the judge made an order on both, but gave the car- 
riage of the order to the directors’ petition, and the directors supposed their own 
nominee would be appointed, but when the matter went before the chief clerk 
he appointed the liquidator nominated by the hostile shareholders who peti- 
tioned a the company last year. Ot course, there was no appeal, and they 
were obliged to accept the inevitable; and within a few hours of the nomina- 
tion of the liquidator they filed a petition against the Simons Reef as creditors 
for 2020. Luat brought them to the special object of the meeting which 


able, and borrowed from the Carta Para 2000/. to enable them to complete the 
cash they had to pay in order to complete the purchase of the property and get 
possession of the title deeds. That money was lent as the security of a mort- 
gage on the estate of the Carta Para—not as the whole of the Simons Reef—but 
on 300 acres leased to the Carta Para Company, and the nature of their security 
was this—that it was subject to the prior rights of the bondholders of this com- 
pany; as they did not see their way to pay the debt it was thought that the 
safest course would be to pass a resolution for the voluntary winding-up of the 
company.

Up to the present moment they had paid very 
little indeed for the pmo In absolute cash they had paid 14,000/., and they 
had paid a large sum in paid-up shares, but that had cost the company nothing, 
and the interest on those shares was in the future of the company. If they 
looked at what had been done by other companies they would find scarcely a gold 
mining company in India but had paid large sums for their property, some 80,000. 
or 90,0607, for 300 acres, and the parties had been spending od ge deal of money 
without having accomplished any result. Their staff had only four months 
clear to do what they had done, and a great portion of the time was occupied in 
clearing the surface. This company had not spent 600/. in making roads, and in 
mining operations on the estate; it had all been done by the Carta Para.

in my estimate of the reserves now available. With regard to the production 
for the ensuing six months we shall be dependent entirely on the number of 
hands that can be secured. Labour at the present moment is very scarce indeed, 
and unless inducements in the shape of higher wages are offered [ can see no 
hope of getting a fullsupply. It is, therefore, extremely difficult to arrive at 
a correct estimate of the probable output, and I cannot say more than that it 
will, in all probability, be from 200,000 to 250,000 metrical quintals. With a fair 
supply of labour there will be no difficulty in reaching the latter figure, but with 
only our present force I am afraid we shall not be able to go much beyond the 
first-named quantity. The new stone-breaker is working well, and is fulfilling 
all our expectations of it, and in itself effects a considerable saving of labour in 
that particular branch of the work. In conclusion, I may remark that the 
stopes throughout the mine are all looking well, and holding out promises of 
continued productiveness for some time to come.

Welsh mines which then paid only one, Minera, now remains. In 
regard to copper mines we may mention as showing the falling off in 
the production in England, that in 1861 116 Cornwall and Devon 
mines sold their ores publicly, 97 in Cornwall, and 19 in Devonshire. 
The total yield was 180,778 tons, producing 1,004,915/. 13s., the 
average produce of the ore was 6% per cent.

REMARKS.—The changes which have taken place in our markets 
during the past week have, for the most part, been unimportant, not- 
withstanding that a very fair amount of business has continued to 
be transacted in most metals, yet there has apparently been some 
check placed upon speculative business, this being particularly 
noticeable at the early part of the week, when a damp was evidently thrown 
upon the speculative enquiry, probably owing more to the same influence which 
had before been adversely affecting the markets for some time—viz., the uncer- 
tainty of the future value of money. As the week has progressed, however, and 
money has been seen to be tolerably plentiful, the tone has gained strength, 
and although we have no sharp movements to record, yet the tendency has 
been towards recovery, which is a satisfactory point, especially when taken in 
connection with the steady state of trade in the manufacturing centres. The 
current prices of the day invariably give some idea of the actual state of the 
trade; for instance, if they are inflated then it is a sign that speculation is 
largely prevalent, probably exceeding and out of proportion to the regular trade ; 
but if they show a steady upward course, it probably arises from a gradual im- 
provement in legitimate trade, or vice versa, so that if we turn back to the past 
it will there be found that there is the evidence of a progressive development 
of ordinary trade, for with but, perhaps, one exception, prices have not been in- 
flated, but have moved upwards, from time to time, slowly and steadily, and as 
prices have advanced, instead of the demand falling off it has seemingly in- 
creased, and, consequently, the trade has now attained so favourable a condi- 
tion that any little adverse affect scarcely interferes at all, or makes any im- 
pression upon the current quotations, It does, perhaps, check their upward 
course temporarily, as has been the case of late, from the uneasiness caused 
about monetary matters; but with the chances of this unfavourable influence 
being removed a recovery has again been visible ; it is true, but slight and steady, 
but on that account is it likely to be the more permanent. Although trade, 
speaking in broad terms, is bright and cheerful, yet there is still one exception 
to enable us to report a general recovery, 

The Indian demand continues slack, which is very disappointing, especially 
as this time of the year is, asa rule, when the trade with that country shows 
the greates vitality, and we are naturally led to consider how it is that the 
demand from that country shows little or no symptoms of recovery. It may 
possibly arise from the heavy shipments of some metals which were made at the 
early part of the year to India, which has swollen up stocks there, and hence 
the autumnal demand is being delayed longer than usual. Recent experience 
has shown that Indian indentors are, asa rule, backward in following up any 
rise in prices, more often making their purchases in falling markets. is being 
the case, it seems likely that a great impression must have been made upon the 
stocks in that country, for the supplies which have gone forward have been 
very limited jor 4 long time past, and, therefore, the demand may be expected 
to revive ere long, not that there seems much chance of prices receding to 
stimulate the demand, but, fcr reasons already stated, the wants of those mar- 
kets will doubtless necessitate renewed buying at whatever prices may be ruling. 
Irrespective of jthe Indian demand, briskness is the principal characteristic 
feature, and the statistical position of the markets all round seems to be so 
thoroughly satisfactory that present rates are not likely to be fully maintained, 
but may even be further advanced as time progresses, and especially if the long 
expected and desired Indian demand begins to rally. 

CopreR.—A moderate business has been transacted, and again the 
principal characteristic of the market has been a steady gradual 
upward movement in the price of Chili bars from day to day, other 
descriptions continuing strong, with a disposition on the part of 
sellers to ask higher rates. The prevailing feeling is good, and this 
necessarily gives great support to the market anda tendency to prices to fur- 
ther advance, and although there is no very great eagerness to effect purchases, 
yet the market is stronger, and buyers are not indisposed to enter into some tew 
contracts at current rates, showing that they have a good opinion of the future 
of this metal. Holders too are very firm in their quotations, and it seems not 
unlikely that should any little favourable event arise prices might be quickly 
advanced. Naturally, therefore, the Chili charters, which are now néarly due, 
are hopefully watched for, as if they are again light it will apparently be quite 
sufficient to at once stimulate prices, : 

Of course it is quite impossible to predict what quantity is at all likely to be 
advised, but even should they be announced as rather above the usual fortnightly 
quantity, then no depressing effect is likely to be produced for long, as the last 





charters were exceptionaliy light. There is room for increased quantities now, 


without causing any lengthened adverse influence. The deliveries during the 
early part of the month are thought to have continued very good, and with 
such an enormous reduction in the total stocks as recorded in the last statistics, 
the market would doubtless speedily recover its normal position in the same 
manner, as it has rallied during the past few days, even should charters be ad- 
vised for the first fortnight of October. , F . 

Iron.—The principal event we have to record in this market is a 
| rise of 10s. per ton in manufactured, which was established at the 
quarterly meeting held at Birmingham yesterday. This rise was 
rather expected beforehand, and was caused not only on account of 
| the tolerably good demand which exists for most classes of iron, but 
| also owing to the agitation which the men have been making for increased 
| wages, and it seems even doubtful now whether this advancejwill be sufficient 
to enable the masters to meet the demands of their men. The rising value of 
coal, too, must have also had some influence in inducing masters to put up 
their prices. As yet, there has been scarcely sufficient time to see what effect 
the rise is likely to have upon the demand for manufactured, but manufacturers 
evidently do not anticipate that it will have any injurious effect, as not only 
was the rise generally looked for, but trade appears to be so + aang reviving 
that orders are expected to continue to flow in at the improved rates. With regard 
to Scotch pigs, nol only do the following returns from Glasgow show an improve- 
ment in the market,but some recent statistics show a reduction in stocks, public 
and private, of no less than 109,877 tons since last Christmas, and in the Cleve- 
land district a net decrease of 108,897 tons since Jan. 1 last. These figures are, 
indeed, very striking, as it shows a less total stock of 218,774 tons than what 
the year commenced with. 

With such figures as these before us it is nem | to understand the firm and 

upward tendency of the market, particularly when it is remembered that the 
public stocks are still from week to week being rapidly reduced. This week 
the Glasgow warrant market has been fairly active, and on Monday business 
was recorded from 5ls. to 50s. 9d., while on Tuesday numerous transactions 
took place betwixt 50s. 11d. and 51s. 5d., buyers at the close offering 51s. 4}4d. 
for cash. On Wednesday the price opened at 51s. 6d., but receded to 51s. 3d., 
improving, however, again to 51s, 6d., while yesterday the price wavered 
between 51s. 5d. and 51s. 744d., and closes to-day at51%d. The shipments last 
week were again good, and compare well with those for the corresponding 
period of last year, being 12,495 tons against 11,102 tons, or an increase of 1393 
tons, and which makes the total shipments for the whole of this year 497,644 
tons, against 452,953 tons for the same time of last year,and 550,521 tons for the 
similar period of 1880. The number of furnaces in blast has been increased to 
11l again, but the public stock has been further largeiy reduced, and amounts 
to but 623,773 tons, against 625,731 tons last’ week, or a decrease of 1958 tons. 
The imports of Middlesborough pig-iron into Grangemouth last week were 6333 
tons, against 9828 tons for the same week of last year, or a decrease of 3495 tons, 
and which leaves a total decrease for the whole of this year compared with last 
of 50,819 tons. 
At the quarterly mecting of the Cleveland iron trade, held at Middles- 
borough last Tuesday, the demand was rather quiet, buyers having in great mea- 
sure satisfied present wants. No.3 is quoted at 44s, 9d. to 45s. for forward de- 
livery by makers, secoudhand lots offering at about 44s. 6d. for present delivery, 
while warrants are quoted from 44s, 3d. to 44s. 6d. The shipment of pigs con- 
tinue large, those last week being about 26,000 tons. The manufactured trade is 
rather better, and prices are somewhat stiffer, the current rates being 6/. for bars, 
61, 12s. 6d. to 6/, 15s. for ship-plates, and 5/. 17s. 6d. to 6/. for angles, and for pud- 
dled bars 80s. to 829, 6d. per ton. The Wolverhampton market has been rather 
quiet, and at the quarterly meeting held there last Wednesday best native pigs 
were nominally quoted up 5s. for the quarter, while marked bars showed an ad- 
vance of 10s., and sheets were 20s. dearer. The present price of marked bars is 
8/., and all-mine pigs rule at 70s. to 72s, 6d., but buyers have not operated very 
largely. At the quarterly meeting at Birmingham yesterday prices were ad- 
vanced all round, marked bars being quoted up to 8. per ton—a rise of 10s.— 
while common bars were also increased in value by 5s., the commonest bars ruling 
at 61, 12s. 6d. to 7/.,and specials at 7/,10s. A rise in pigs has also been esta- 
blished; all-mine sorts being 5s. dearer, and others 2s. 6d. higher. The demand 
has not, been quite so active, business at these improved rates being somewhat 
limited. 

The trade at Sheffield is tolerably good, and prices are said to be rather firmer, 
best bars offering at about 7/. 10s. Derbyshire and Yorkshire pigs have also im- 
proved in value, while operations are said to be extensive at the armour mills. 
The Welsh trade is still reported in a sound and satisfactory state, and activity 
is to be reported in some branches, it also being said that there are plenty of 
orders to keep the mills in full employment for some time tocome. The ad- 
vices from New York of the 6th inst, do not show any change in the demand, 
but prices of pigs are rather higher, and scrap iron isalso slightly dearer. 

Tin.—Prices {for foreign have been rather irregular, but busi- 
ness has continued somewhat animated. Opening on Monday at 
1061. 7s, 6d. to 106/. 17s. 6d. for cash, parcels betwixt which figures 
various transactions were recorded, the market receded on the fol- 
lowing day, and down to 105/, 15s. was accepted, but from which 
point a rally ensued, and on Wednesday the officiai quotations were quoted up 
to 1062. to 106/. 15s., the market gaining further strength yesterday by about 
2s. 6d. per ton, while to-day it has been still stronger, and business done at 
106/, 10s. sharp cash, this being the closing figure for the day. The turnover 
continnes large, but in the actual state of the market there is very little or no 
change to report. The light stocks and the limited supplies which appears to be 
coming forware are, perhaps, the main features upon which operators build their 
hopes of realising dearer rates, and these are undoubtedly formidable features, 
especially since experience shows that ruling rates do not interfere with buying 
for consumption. Deliveries keep good, and for some time past the statistics 
have shown them to be in excess of supplies, and consequently notwithstanding 
that the various advances have been greatly promoted by the movements of 
operators, yet it is seen that such upward movements have likewise to some ex- 
tent been supported by an improved state of the market. 

SPELTER is rather easier, and stocks are accumulating both here 
and abroad. We quote ordinary at 16/. 15s, to 17/., and best brands 
at 171. to 171. 5s. per ton. 

LEAD.—This market continues in the same unsatisfactory condi- 
tion, and we quote Spanish at 13/. 15s. to 13/. 17s. 6d., and English 
at 14/. to 147. 2s. 6d. per ton. 

STEEL.—Business is still characterised by a fair amount of brisk- 
ness, and prices are steadily upheld. 

TIN-PLATES.—These continue in good demand at firm rates, but 
prices show no further advance.

bility is that not one in six would actually do so were they put to it. 
These men know well that they would not receive much support 
from the public, whom their leaders wish to tax for the miners’ 
benefit alone ; nor could they expect the slightest sympathy from the 
men belonging to other businesses, seeing that the policy initiated 
would stop all industries were it capable of being carried out, 
and cause a great deal of misery to the working classes, almost 
without any exception. But the contention is one that the public 
is greatly interested in. It is nota question of alleged selfishness 
on the part of the employer making large profits and not allowing 
his work-people to participate in them, but whether all industries 
shall be taxed with respect to an article which is necessary for carry- 
ing them on, merely because a few men think that such could be 
done, and who also believe that by enforcing such a demand they 
will obtain increased popularity, cr rather notoriety. But it appears 
that they will be disappointed in their calculations, for they will not 
find the working miners the willing tools they expected. Hence it 
is that the appointed time for striking is being postponed, although 
the position of the two parties interested has in no way changed. 
Three days before the Conference the men were made acquainted 
with the fact that the colliery proprietors of South Yorkshire would 
not give any advance. Yet a resolution was come to at the Confer- 
ence, to the effect that the representatives from all the collieries 
should go to their employers and managers and ask if they will 
accept a pit-head notice demanding a 15 per cent. advance, and, if 
they did not, then individual notices should be given in on the pays 
ending any day during the week ending Oct. 21. But a second 
resolution was passed which modified the former one. It declares 
that the Secretary shall call a conference of all miners who are now 
agreed for an advance of wages to ask them “ when notice is to be 
given.” The Conference of Monday was then adjourned until the 
30th inst.; but before doing so it was arranged that an intermediate 
conference should be held on Friday next at Manchester, when it is 
to be decided when “ notices shall be given to the mineowners in 
Yorkshire, Lancashire, Derbyshire, Staffordshire, Worcestershire, 
Nottinghamshire, and Warwickshire. This looks a formidable affair, 
on paper at least, for there are no less than seven counties which are 
to be attacked, and the mineowners in them served with notices in- 
forming them that, unless they grant an advance of 15 per. cent., 
their pits will have to remain idle. This would be a very serious 
matter indeed were it really correct; but it is not so by along, long 
way, as it would mean that fully one-half of the coal miners in Eng- 
land were about to strike, instead of which it is not likely that one 
in a hundred of them, under any circumstances, will resort to such 
an extreme step: But it suits the leaders who have taken up the 
question of an advance of wages to magnify immensely the number 
of their adherents. 

It must, however, be admitted that the movement has already had 
the effect of raising the price of coal to consumers without in any 


tent. In London coal is now 3s. per ton higher than it was a few 
weeks ago, so that merchants have been doing well as against the 
consumer. Prices at the mines have gone up from 6d. to Is. per 
ton ; but that is usually the case in the last quarter of the year, when 
colliery proprietors, who have been working during the summer 
months without any profit, expect to make a little. But, after all, 
in some districts the coalowners do not complain so much of the price 
at which they are obliged to sell as they do of the heavy railway 
rate they have to pay for reaching the principal markets. ‘There is 
ne doubt the various railway companies could well afford to reduce 
the rate, more especially to tbe Metropolis, for the leading officials 
in their evidence given on several occasions have admitted that the 
mineral traffic was a source from which a large revenue was derived, 
whilst its actual cost to the companies was little more than one-half 
of what they charged to their customers. Now, if the leaders of the 
working miners, instead of attempting the impossible, were to agitate 
for a reduction of the railway rate they would be heartily joined by 
the coalowners, and their combined action might be attended with 
the most beneficial results to all parties. 

A reduction of the rate to the extent of 61. per ton per 100 miles 
on long journeys would admit of the miners wages being advanced | 
15 per cent. Here there is an important and interesting field for | 
really healthy agitation, which would have the cordial support of all 
classes of the community. The time is most opportune, and the 
arguments in favour of a reduction of the mineral rate by railway 
are almost inexhaustible. So far as the West Riding and Derbyshire 
are concerned the rate is now as it was ten years ago, when coal rea- 
lised nearly twice as much as it does at the present time. The rail- 
way companies are now able to purchase the fuel for their locomo- 
tives at less than half the price they could in 1872, so that they are 
well able to concede a reduction in the rate, more particularly to the 
Metropolis. Were this done the present state of things would dis- 
appear, and consumers of coal would not have to pay so heavily for 
it as they now do in consequence of the threats that have been made

THE MINERAL WEALTH OF IRELAND, 


That Ireland contains a vast amount of undeveloped minera| 
wealth of the most varied description, a visit to the National Exhj. 
bition now being held in Dublin most amply shows, and it is deeply 
to be regretted that from causes into which we need not enter, that 
capital has been kept out of that country with its valuable deposit; 
| of copper, lead, and iron ore, coal, peat, marble, porphyry, limestone 
| granite, &c. From Wicklow the Exhibition contains some fine speci. 
| mens of ores of various kinds, including copper, pyrites, sulphuri; 
| acid, and iron ore from the Wicklow Copper Mining Company. 43+ 
| in the County of Cork there are considerable deposits of copper that, 
do not appear to have been much worked. The Berehaven Minins 
Company have raised a good deal of copper ore at Elihills, Bantry. 
In both Mays and Galway copper, lead, and iron pyrites have been 
met with; but, like many other valuable deposits in Ireland, they 
are left untouched. The Exhibition also contains some fine speci- 
mens Of silver-lead ore from the Oola Hills, in the County of Tip. 
perary, whilst the Mining Company of Ireland shows lead in the 
manufactured state, such as pipes and sheets. In ironstone there 
are also several exhibits. In this valuable material Ireland is par- 
ticularly rich, and the blackband at one time was extensively mine1. 
The clay ironstones are also particularly rich in iron, and at one time 
were smelted at the Angria Ironworks on the shores of Lough Allen, 
and it is to be hoped that there will be again sufficient enterprise to 
carry out both mining and iron-making operations on a much larger 
scale than has been previously the case. 

In fact, coal is comparatively abundant, and at the Exhibition 
some good samples were shown from the Castlecomer district of the 
Leinster coal field. Indeed, so trifling is the quantity of cval being 
raised in Ireland for several years that in the known field at the 
same rate it would not be worked out in 1809 years, whilst there is 
every reason to believe there are considerable deposits that are sti'| 
sut the Dublin Exhibition also shows that Irelan| 
is remarkably rich in fine marbles, and other stone for ornamental as 
well as for other purposes. Some fine marbles, capable of a very 
high polish, are to be seen, as well as the valuable porphyry. ‘The 
Lambay porphyry, it may be stated, is a beautiful ornamental stone, 
resembling the green porphyry of Sparta and Marathon in appear- 
ance, but different in mineralogical composition. The normal rock 
consists of a dark green base, enclosing pale green crystals of ortho- 
clase up to an inch in length. There are also in the Exhibition 
some excellent white and other marbles, and some of these come 
from the limestone formation. There are also exhibits from the 
Irish bogs, the products obtained from the distillation of coal, the 
raw material necessary for the manufacture of sulphuric acid, build- 
ing and other slates, as well as a vast quantity of raw products. 

All these show how wealthy Ireland really is in what has contri- 
buted most to the greatness of England. Yet with all these advan- 
tages the country is amongst the poorest in Europe; its labourers 
discontented, its manufactures few, whilst there are no inducements 
held out to capitalists to invest and realise the riches with which 
the land may be said to literally teem. But it is to be hoped that 
this state of things will not continue; for, with a contented popula- 
tion there is no reason why the mineral wealth in particular of Ire- 
land should not be developed to an extent that would find profitable 
employment for thousands of the population by means of English 
and Irish capital, which ia all probability could be as well if not 
better employed than can be said of some more distant investments 
to which capital has been allowed. 














THE RAILWAY CARRIAGE OF COAL, &c. 

At the present moment, when there seems to be a fear in the public 
mind that there will be a considerable rise in the price of coal over 
the winter months, it may not be amiss to point out some of the items 
which go toswell up the total cost in the Metropolis and other centres 





with respect to the probable action of the miners. But these threats 
are as far as ever from being carried out, seeing the men are not pre- | 
pared to make a stand even were they willing to do it--which is only 
the case with comparatively few of them, seeing that they have no | 
savings to fall back upon, whilst the Association with which some of | 
them are connected are without funds to assist them. There is, | 
therefore, every reason to believe that another week or two will see | 
the entire collapse of the movement, although there may be some | 
few men foolish enough to make a stand fora short time, so as to 
illustrate the impotency and recklessness of the leaders, 





PITTSBURGH, OLD AND NEW. 

Pittsburgh may be described as the heart of Allegheny County, 
which again is the chief seat of the iron trade, which has so greatly 
increased the wealth and importance of Pennsylvania. Pittsburgh 
received its name from the “ Great Commoner,” WILLIAM Prrr, who 
lost something of his early fame by sudsiding into the Karl of CuAr- 





It is evident that the movement initiated by the Yorkshire Miners’ 
Association for a general advance of wages is fast drawing to aclose, 
and that the threatened strike is further off than ever. ‘The owners | 
of the principal coal mines in the South Yorkshire district, on being | 
appealed to, in the plainest possible terms stated that they could not 
concede any advance whatever, and to prove that this statement 
was well founded they offered to produce their books, and submit 
them to the inspection of competent accountants, Mr.J. D. Euuts, 
the Chairman of Sir J. Brown and Co. (Limited), proprietors of | 
the Aldwarke Main Coal Mine, as the mouthpiece of the general | 
body of owners, pointed out that there was a great deal of compe- 
tition on the part of proprietors of collieries in different districts, | 
and that previous attempts to obtain better prices than the state of 
trade warranted had been followed by a humiliating decline in the | 
demand, to the benefit of other localities. 

At the Miners’ Conference, held at Rotherham on Monday, it was 
thonght that a decision would be come to, as the principal question 
which was left for the delegates to decide was “ shall we go on strike | 
if the coalowners refuse to concede the advance of 15 per cent. on 
our present wages?” This was certainly narrowing the issue to an 
easily understood point, and on it the men had been asked to vote, 
and this they did. But the numbers who voted must have greatly 
disappointed the leaders, who had been for some time incessantly 
drumming up the miners in all parts of the West Riding, and show- 
ing them how easily it would be for them to obtain an advance of | 
wages, the first step towards which being the joining of the Miners’ 
Association. According to the returns furnished by the Secretary tc 
the Conference, there were 132 delegates present at it, and these 
represented 27,674 miners, but at least three-fourths of these would 
be non-Unionists. On the votes being cast up as given at the various 
pits on the previous Wednesday and Thursday, it was found that 
18,407 were in favour of striking. This is not one-third of the total 


number of persons employed in the coal mines in the West Riding 
of Yorkshire, so that there is a vast majority of miners who have not 
been allured by the tempting offers held out to them by the active 
agitators who have done everything possible to bring the mineowners 
and their workpeople into bitter antagonism.

The country around Pittsburgh was the scene in 1755 of an | 
important action, in which a brave but obstinate and headstrong |

body of French troops and a party of wary Indians. The importance | 
of this defeat was not felt all at once, but its chief significance lies | 
in the fact that the illustrious WASHINGTON, who took part in the 

fray as a subordinate of Gen. BRADDOCK, is said to have lost upon | 
this occasion his faith in the invincibility of English troops, and to 

have been thus induced 21 years later to draw the sword against Great | 
Britain. When the news of the defeat of BRADDOCK reached this | 
country it not unnaturally produced a great sensation, and one result | 
of it was to bring the “ Great Commoner ” into office. Mr. Prrr was | 
guided through life by noble and generous impulses, and he entered 
upon another war against the French in North America upon the ex- 


subjects, and must be treated with confidence and kindness. The 
war upon which Mr. Prrr entered in this spirit added greatly to the 
glory of the British arms, as the sagacious WOLFE vanquished the 
gallant MONTCALM upon the plains of Abraham before Quebec—a 
great event, which terminated for good all French influence and | 
power in North America. The French had given the North American 
colonists a great deal of trouble, and, animated by an impulse-of ad- | 
miration and gratitude, the then far from numerous inhabitants of | 
Pittsburgh gave the name of the “‘ Great Commoner ” to their town. 
Upwards of 120 years have now elapsed since all this occurred, and | 
in those 120 years Pittsburgh has become an industrial centre of no | 
In proof of this we may state that the three coun- | 
ties of Westmoreland, Allegheny, and Fayette which are largely in- 
fluenced by the capital and energy of Pittsburgh, produced in 1879-80 
the following quantities of coal:—Allegheny, 4,426,871 tons; West- 
moreland, 3,297,300 tons; and Fayette, 2,318,728 tons; making an 
aggregate of 10,042,899 tons, or nearly one-fourth of the whole coal 
production of the United States in the same year. In the immediate | 
neighbourhood of Pittsburgh are situated the interesting coke-making 
districts of Western Pennsylvania. Almost the sole product of these 
districts is coke—a commercial fuel which is greatly sought after by 
iron founders and smelters from Lake Champlain and New York on 
the east, to Salt Lake and Omaha on the west, and from Canada 





where there are large aggregations of people somewhat remote from 
coal fields. Colliery proprietors are often recklessly censured by those 
who have no adequate knowledge of the facts of the case, and blamed 
for circumstances over which they have no kind of control. When 
high prices reign a supposition exists to the effect that the colliery 
proprietors are making extra profits, and are needlessly advancing 
the price of coal to the poor at a time when they can less afford it. 
Those who know the facts of the case know fully well how erroneous 
is public opinion. Often times high price in coal is no advantage to 
| the colliery proprietor or merchant. Not only does it materially 
| restrict the output, but it injuriously affects the principal staple ma- 
| nufactures of the country, whilst the slightest advance in price is in- 
| stantly made the occasion of a demand for increased wages on the 
part of the working colliers, which, if granted, is often fully equiva 
| lent to the increased price obtained, and if not granted disarranges 
| the whole colliery operations, and often times leads to an entire stop- 
page of work, It is high time that the public should be disabused 
|of the impression that colliery proprietors are responsible for high 
prices, and that high prices are necessarily advantageous in a pecu- 
niary sense to the interests of proprietors. 

The enormous cost of the carriage of coals by our chief railway 
companies has long since been a vexed question with colliery pro- 
prietors, and is a material item in the cost to the manufacturer and 
consumer. In many cases the cost of the carriage far exceeds the 
price of the article itself—that is, when conveyed for any consider- 
able distance. In addition to this, the profits of what is called the 
“middle man” (a very important element) must be taken into con- 
sideration. A short time since a scientific contemporary made a very 
careful calculation as to the actual cost of conveying a train of 300 
tons of coal a distance of 100 miles, and making a most liberal allow- 
ance, he proved that the actual cost was as near as possible 8/. for 
the journey, or about 6}d. perton per mile. Of course, a considerable 
sum would have to be added for the maintenance of the permanent 
way, &c.; but, on the other hand, the expenses would decrease on the 
longer journey. All our important coal fields are within a radius of 
300 miles of the Metropolis, and the total cost for this distance should 
not exceed 5s. per ton. It is well known that the actual charge is 
more than double this amount, and we think it may be very truly 
said that the public of the Metropolis have to pay the railway com- 
panies something like from 8s. to 10s. for every ton of coal consumed. 
Large manufacturers also, who are anyway remote from a coal field, 
find the cost of the carriage of coal an item which militates very con- 
siderably against them in these days of severe competition with 
foreign nations, for, paradoxical as it may appear, coals are actually 
imported into some Continental ports at a less figure than charged 
by some of our railways to the seat of our staple manufactures. 

We are quite aware that it is said it is useless to find fault without 
suggesting a remedy; but with the practical monopoly of the car- 
riage of coals and goods which the railways at present possess, a 
remedy is not so easily found, or if made not so easy to be enforced. 
As now managed, and bearing in mind the enormous first cost of the 
various lines, to ask for anything like a material reduction of rates 
is altogether out of the question. The railway authorities have no 
faith in the generally acknowledged fact that low prices lead to an 
expansion of trade. They know of no argument but the very telling 
one of competition. The Select Committee on railway rates and fares 
may report that the various railway companies have charged higher 
rates than they were authorised to do; but of what avail? Tt has 
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shown that railway companies have charged lower 
pres ea es goods than for home produce—that preference 
tes had been systematically given to one'town or port.as against 
another. It may also be said that the Railway Commissioners have 
the power, to a certain extent, to remedy these and other.grievances, 
but unfortunately the want of combination in this respect amongst 
colliery proprietors, manufacturers, and tradesmen, and the enormous 
wealth and influence which the railway companies possess, enable 
them to disregard the powers of the Commissioners, and to defy their 
interference. Competition is, as we have previously said, the only 
telling argument with the railway companies, and where this compe- 
tition has been determinedly enforced, the most salutary effects have 
resulted. The evidence recently given before the Select Committee 
of the House of Commons is full of facts which should be attentively 
erused by all; but the wealth of the railway companies enables 
them in a great many instances to break down all competition, and 
thus keep up exorbitant carriage rates. The railway policy in this 
respect forty years since holds good to-day. In 1846, when the 
North Staffordshire railway was being cut, the company, with the 
ostensible object of reducing the cost of making the line, but virtually 
with the view of doing away with the opposition, purchased the Trent 
and Mersey Canal at nine times its original value, and the same 
policy holds good to-day. It must, indeed, be a very powerful canal 
company who could successfully withstand the tempting pecuniary 
offers of a rival railway; and yet canals and steamboats are the most 
powerful weapons in the hands of colliery proprietors, large manu- 
facturers, and traders. Sir HENRY BESSEMER has, we know, started 
a novel project of carrying coals by means of wire instead of rail. 
Sir Henry somewhat hopefully asks, “ Why not at once connect 
London with one of our nearest coal fields by means of a copper rod 
of 1 in. indiameter, and capable of transmitting 84,000 horse power 
to London, and thus practically bring up the coal by wire instead of 
by rail.” He calculates the coal thus carried could be conveyed direct 
into the house of the consumer at a mere nominal charge. We are 
afraid, however feasible of adaptation this suggestion of Sir Henry 
may be, the present generation will not live to see its practical adop- 
tion, and they must, therefore, fight the railway companies if they 
would wish to see any modification of the present exorbitant rates 
with weapons more at theircommand. Canals unquestionably possess 
great advantages over railways in many respects, and can carry very 
much cheaper, whilst engineering science now is such that light- 
draft boats, carrying some 200 or 300 tons each, could be propelled 
ata very cheap rate. Weall know that in France canals are very 
much more used for the carriage of goods than in England, and this 
system is being rapidly extended there and onthe Continent generally. 
They should be encouraged in England by traders if they would wish 
to see the railway monopoly modified; but if railway companies 
would be alive to their own interests they would voluntarily make a 
considerable reduction in their coal freights. If our railways received 
around sum of 2s. per ton per 100 miles, they would undoubtedly 
make a very large profit, the trade would materially increase, and 
the manufacturer, the trader, and all classes be greatly benefitted. 
In order to do this and to provide for the ever increasing demands 
of trade and commerce, extra facilities must be had; and we believe 
the day is not far distant when all our great trunk lines will have to 
lay down aseparate line for the carriage of their coals and merchan- 
dise. This would, indeed, be a step in the right direction, lessening 
the risks of collisions and accidents, facilitating the carriage of both 
passengers and goods, and enabling the companies to materially 
reduce their fares. 











CoRNISH]|MACHINERY, AND ITS Economy.—At the friendly gather- 
ings which frequently follow mine meetings in Cornwall much valu- 
able information is sometimes elicited ; and as an instance of this 
the reference at the recent East Pool meeting to the air-compressor 
patented by Capt. Teague, jun., may be mentioned. Captain Bishop 
remarked that in his opinion the valve was the best now working in 
the county. He also spoke highly of Mr. Teague’s other inventions, 
and believed the economiser was destined to become generally 
adopted in the county.—Mr. Teague, in reply, said the economiser 
was very useful, and he believed that in time it would be adopted 
in every mine in the county, because it prevented the waste of air. 
The economiser bottled up the air in a receiver, and when it was 
required it would go out of its own accord, the inlet valve being self- 
acting. But he felt proud to be able to tell them that he had made 
a much greater discovery than the inlet valve, and that was in re- 
gard to the outlet valve. Of late frequent reference had been made 
to the falling off in the duty of Cornish engines. He had discovered 
what he believed was a remedy. They would be surprised when he 
told them that the air-compressor at East Pool Mine was pressing 
800 lbs. each stroke—50 strokes per minute—and he need not re- 
mind them of the great waste of power which resulted from it. To 
prevent this he had designed a balance valve that would open with 
little or no pressure, and thereby compressed air could be used as a 
motive-power or for any other purpose without the heavy loss in- 
volved by the present system. The same would apply to their pump- 
ing-engines, and it would prevent the falling off in the duty to which 
he had already referred. The reflection had been on the makers of 
the engines, but the fact was the people reporting their duty had 
not called attention to the loss of power as they should have done. 





Mera. TRADE ProspeEcts.—It is gratifying to find that the offi 
cial reports published from week to week in the Mining Journal 
are confirmed, as far as the favourable view of the prospects of the 
market is concerned, by the various trade circulars issued fort- 
nightly and monthly by individual brokers— Messrs. HENRY RoGErs, 
Sons, and Co., for example—remark that the West Coast Charters 
for copper for Sept. were 2100 tons, that the stock on hand has de- 
creased 1434 tons, and the total stock 933 tons. Very little copper 
has been brought into the market as yet by the rise, but it is ques- 
tionable whether this state of things can last. There is no Indian 
demand, but smelters are fairly off for orders. Australian copper 
has been in fair demand. A heavy decrease, they continue, has 
taken place in the spot stock of tin, which is now reduced to 
5312 tons, or by about 900 tons during the month ; but according to 
the generally received statistics the total stock of the world has only 
decreased 70 tons during September. 





_ Steen Raris.—The Roumanian Minister of Public Works recently 
invited tenders for 76,500 tons of steel rails. Among the competing 
firms were Messrs. Bolckow, Vaughan, and Co., Middlesbrough ; the 


Moss Bay Hematite Iron Company, Workington ; and Herr F. Krupp, 


ssen, whose quotations per English ton were 6/. 8s. 3d., 6. 19s. 6d,, 
and 7/, Os. 3d. respectively. These figures are noteworthy in view 
of recent controversies as to the ability of English manufacturers to 
hold their own against foreign rivals. It will be seen that the price 
quoted by the most advantageously-situated and keenest continental 
competitor, Herr Krupp, was 12s. per ton higher than that of the 
largest makers from Cleveland ores on the east coast of England, 
and even higher than the price quoted by the Moss Bay Company, 
Workington, who would no doubt have used their own best quality 
of Cumberland hematite ore in the manufacture. 





LONDON COLLEGE OF PRACTICAL ENGINEERING.—-The inventor 
of the automatic figures of Leotard and Blondin which attracted so 
much attention at the late Royal Polytechnic Institution—Mr. Sera- 
phicus F, Pichler, proposes to commence a course of instruction at 
Great Portland-street to enable the students to acquire not only all 
the theoretical knowledge of mathematics, mechanics, structure of 
materials, and the physical laws of matter, which are necessary to 
the engineer and mechanician, but also, by actual practice, to gain 
the greatest possible manipulative skill in the shortest possible time. 


He states that the pupils will be instructed by the Principal himself | 
personally, and will work at tasks systematically arranged by him, | 


for the special purpose of such instruction, under his immediate di- 
rection and constant superintendence. 
need hardly point out how very complete and thorough such a method 
of instruction must be. No time will be lost by the pupil, but from 
the moment he enters to the day of his leaving, he will be employed 
on tasks specially devised for the purpose of teaching him. The 
pupils will also be conducted on suitable occasions to the lectures 


and demonstrations of scientific institutions in London, and such 
further explanations and elucidations of them will be afforded as 
may be necessary. Mr. Pichler was assistant to and an early fellow- 
labourer with Sir Charles Wheatstone in the experiments which led 
to the invention of the electric telegraph, and has a high reputation 
as a practical mechanician.

UTILISING TIN-PLATE WASTE. 


An improved process for recovering the tin contained in or upon 
waste metals, such as tin-plate waste, old utensils, cauldrons, tin-ash,

j}and the like has been patented by Dr. HERMANN ScuuLts, of 
| Diisseldorf, Westphalia. In applying it to large pieces of alloys, 
| however, it is necessary first to reduce these to granules or a finely 
| divided state, in order that the liquid employed for dissolving the 
| tin may act with sufficient rapidity and energy. The said liquid 
| possesses the property of only dissolving the tin, and it is obtained 
as follows :—A lye is prepared of any desired degree of concentra- 
tion from hydrate of soda or potash and water preferably a lye con- 
taining from 15 to 20 per cent, of hydrate of soda or potash is 
employed, as giving very good results, but under circumstances a 
weaker or a stronger lye may be used. This lye is heated to boiling 
point in a suitable vessel with addition of a considerable excess of 
any oxide of lead, such as Pb O, Pb, 04, Pb O,, &c. By means of 
the lye thus prepared the tin can be dissolved without attacking any 
|other metal with which it may be mixed, or that may be coated 
| therewith. The chemical process involved is this: The dissolved or 
suspended oxide of lead belonging to any degree of oxidation, yields 
| its oxygen to the metallic tin, and this passes into solution as stannic 
| acid under formation of stannate of soda or potash, while the lead is 
precipitated in metallic form. From this it follows that the richer 
in oxygen the oxide of lead employed is, the less is required, and the 
quicker will be the solution of the tin. 

The scrap metal or alloy to be treated is left so long in the solu- 
tion until the whole of the tin is dissolved. The precipitated metallic 

| lead is principally deposited in a spongy condition upon the metal 
} which has been deprived of its tin, but it can easily be removed 
| therefrom mechanically, for instance by scraping or washing. The 
| lye having become saturated with tin so that its action ceases, there 
| will be no more oxide of lead in solution therein, and the tin solution 
| can now be treated in the known manner. It is to be observed that 
if the saturated liquid is to be further treated it should be removed 
from the fire to cool in order that any remaining particles of lead or 
| lead oxide may be precipitated. For further operations of course only 
| the clear liquid is taken, which is separated in any suitable manner 
| from the precipitate. It must, however, be previously ascertained 
| in the usual manner whether there are still traces of oxide of lead in 
| the solution, as in the further treatment these might otherwise be 
detrimental to the end product to be obtained. The sufficient satura- 
tion of the liquid with tin is ascertained in the easiest way by placing 
therein a piece of tin or tin-plate fer from 5 to 10 minutes, and then 
|examining whether such piece has been attacked. If a suflicient 
| excess of oxide of lead has been added to the liquid in the first 
| instance, the liquid obtained as an end product will be composed 
| according to the formula :—(1) If the lye was made with hydrate of 
soda Sn Og Na, O + aq; (2) If made with hydrate of potash Sn O, 
K, O + aq. 
In employing this process on a large scale a lye prepared with 
hydrate of soda will generally be used, as it will then be possible to 
obtain stannate of soda from the liquid at the end of the process, as 
will be seen from the formula. A mixture of the hydrates of soda 
| and of potash may also be employed. The metals to be treated may 
| with advantage be placed in perforated drums that are made to 
/revolve slowly in the hot lye, in order that by the friction of the 

pieces against each other and against the sides of the drum the lead 

deposit may become removed and thus clean surfaces be presented 
| for the liquid to act upon so as to considerably increase the energy 
of the action, The by-product obtained by this process consisting of 
a mixture of oxide of lead and lead sponge can after proper washing 
be converted into oxide in the usual manner or be otherwise dis- 
| posed of, 








| PROTECTING DYNAMITE AND BLASTING GELATINE FROM 
EXPLOSION. 


Improved means of treating dynamite or blasting gelatine so as to 
remove its liability to explode from concussion, contact, or friction ; 
to render it safe for transit, and to adapt it for mining, blasting, and 
other purposes have been patented by Mr. W. Llowrrvt, of Ilford. In 

| practice he provides a base of 90 parts of dynamite, or blasting 
-| gelatine, and 10 parts of indiarubber (pure or vulcanised, preferably 
| the latter) and he subjects this base to the following process :~-He 
dissolves the 10 parts of indiarubber in a suflicient quantity of 
|naphtha or other suitable solvent, for example carbon bisulphide, 
|and he mixes the solution so obtained with the 90 parts of dynamite 
| or blasting gelatine—preferably the latter—in an earthenware vessel, 
| keeping up a constant agitation of the mass until the hydrocarbon 
|in the spirit has passed off entirely. The mass then becomes plastic, 
| and is easily moulded. 
| He provides an indiarubber case or cylinder with a tightly fitting 
'cover in the centre of which is a hole. He fills the cylinder with 
dynamite or blasting gelatine treated as directed, and then places 
| the cover in position, and through the hole he introduces a piece of 
| wood or copper wire through the centre of the filling or charge of 
dynamite or blasting gelatine extending to the bottom of the cylinder. 
By this means he forms a chamber or vacuum for the purpose of 
/enabling the blast from the fuse to operate effectually upon the 
| charge. He provides an ordinary fuse ot a convenient size which he 
places in the hole in the cover, If the invention be intended for 
use in cold climates he covers the cylinder with felt or similar 
material. The solution imparts to the dynamite or blasting gelatine 
a coating of a viscous character, and the case being made of india- 
rubber the charge contained is protected from explosion, contact, 
| concussion, or friction produced by forcing the said case into a drill- 
hole. The fuse may be fired in any convenient way. Dynamite or 
blasting gelatine after being treated as described can be used as a 
charge for a projectile or shell specially arranged for the purpose, 
and will not explode until the projectile or shell has struck an 
object. 





THE DIAMOND FIeELps.—A Kimberley correspondent of the Nata 
Mercury gives a deplorable picture of financial affairs there. He says 
it is impossible to picture the dearth of money at the diamond fields. 
Scarcely any company is paying dividends, and “J.D.B.” are as 
active and numerous as ever. He considers that until the companies 
declare dividends it will be impossible to hope for a fresh start. 
Only the very best script is saleable, and this at a ruinous sacrifice. 
Shares that were worth 15/. last year only fetch 5s. or 10s. now ; 
22/. shares are quoted at 4/., and 380/. shares at 1407. Jagersfontein 
is in even a worse case. This, of course, is the result of over- 
speculation, illicit diamond buying, and catastrophes in the mine. 
Diamonds are still found, however, and while that is the case there 
is no cause for despair. 





NEw Process OF SuGAR REFINING.—It is curious how often 
valuable principles are overlooked every day by people at whose 
feet they lie. For instance, one of the troubles of sugar refiners 
has always been in connection with the old-fashioned filter-bags 
still in use, and until lately no one has been able to see how to dis- 
pense with them. Our attention has been called to an invention of 
two Glasgow men, Messrs. Remmers and Williamson, which by the

STOPPING ENGINES BY ELECTRICITY. 


A novel method of stopping engines, the invention of Mr. TATE, of 
Bradford, is at present being introduced by Messrs. Duncan Brothers, 
of Queen Victoria-street, and appears to have given general satisfac- 
tion: The apparatus consists of an ordinary Leclanche battery, an 
electro-magnet, and wires leading to any position from which it may 
be desirable to control the engine, and buttons for completing the 
circuit. Also a small steam cylinder, piston, and rack and pinion 
gearing, which actuates the stop valve on the engine. The apparatus 
is constructed in a neat compact form, and can be applied to any 
kind of stop valve. The electro-magnet is placed at the top and 
eonnected directly to a suspension rod which actuates a small steam 
cock on the cylinder of the apparatus. The circuit is an open one, 
and when it is desired to put the apparatus in operation, the pressure 
of the finger on one of the buttons, at any distance from the engine, 
closes the circuit and excites the electro-magnet, the effect being to 
release the suspension rod, which falls with a velocity due to gravity. 
The suspension rod in falling opens the small cock on the cylinder 
and admits steam, the initial pressure of steam being the same as in 
the steam-engine cylinder. The piston in the cylinder of the appa- 
ratus immediately ascends and the rack piston rod instantly closes 
the engine stop valve. 

The steam to work the apparatus being taken from the stop valve 
chamber from underneath the valve, between the valve and the 
steam-engine cylinder, the consequence is that as soon as the stop 
valve has been closed there is no longer any pressure in the small 
cylinder ; and when it is desired to start the engine the engine driver 
has simply to lift up the suspension rod to its normal position and 
open the stop valve in the ordinary way. In lifting the suspension 
rod the small cylinder cock is again closed against the admission of 
steam, but the cock having three passages is opened for the inlet of 
atmospheric air. The act of opening the stop valve by the hand 
wheel operates also on the piston, which falls to the lower end of the 
sinall cylinder and is then reset for further use. 

When applied to the stop valves of condensing engines a cock 
fitted on a pipe opening to the atmosphere is also actuated by the 
apparatus, and at the instant the stop valve is closed this cock is 
opened, thus admitting air into the condenser, destroying the vacuum 
and stopping the supply of water The apparatus also stops the 
engine on which it is fitted, whenever the speed exceeds the ordinary 
rate by any given number of revolutions. This is effected by means 
of the throttle, or variable expansion valves, actuated by the engine 
governor. Short arms are fixed on the valve spindles, which act as 
fingers to press in a push, or button, at any time the valve exceeds 
the usual range of lift or stroke. In all cases the apparatus resets 
itself when the engine is started 





HORNACHOS SILVER-LEAD MINING COMPANY. 


The manager writing on the 7th inst, reports that the stopes in 
the back of the Ist level south at Descuidada continue to yield 
100 kilos. of mineral per square metre.

THE LAW RELATING TO ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 


Whether electricity is or is not to provide the light of the future 
it must be acknowledged that at present the question of electri, 
illumination, as applied to public and domestic purposes, is absorh. 
ing an enormous amount of general interest, and that a knowledge 
of the law affecting the provision of the plant and the supply of thie 
light will become necessary can scarcely be doubted, so that tho 
issue of Messrs. Bower and Webb’s valuable little volume—The Lay 
Relating to Electric Lighting: being the Electric Lighting Ag 
1882, with a continuous commentary, expository and critical, &e., 
by George Spencer Bower, B.A., Barrister-at-Law, and Walter Web), 
solicitor. Londcn: Sampson Low, Marston, Searle, and Rivine. 
ton, Fleet-street—would appear to be particularly opportune. The 
immense strides made by electricity, both in its theoretical develo, ‘i 
ment and in its practical application during the last ten years, have 
as the author remarks, been manifest. Inventions which in 187) 
could claim to be little better than scientific toys have now become 
engines of progress and means of profit. 

More especially has this been the case with regard to that particu. 
lar branch of electrical science which relates to light. System has 
succeeded system, invention has outstripped invention, and light has 
competed with light to an extent and with a rapidity which is almos; 
astounding. The great impetus to electric illumination was no doubt 
given by the lighting of the Avenue de l’Opera and adjacent places 
the time of the Paris Exhibition of 1878, and although many im. 
provements have since been introduced, it is to Jablochkoff that the 
honour of having demonstrated the practicability of electric illumi. 
nation is unquestionably due. 

Regarded from a practical point of view, the progress of the past 
four years is much less than many suppose, for although new lamps 
have been invented and the adoption of the system of illumination 
has been wider, the cost of producing the current for a given amount 
of light remains practically without diminution. The carbon pencils 
are cheaper it is true, but these are of small consideration in deter- 
mining the question of absolute economy, so that the authors are quite 
justified in saying that the question of cost, in fact, is the question 
with which electricians have now to grapple. It is this which will 
make the undertakings of companies, whether protected by license 
provisional order, strictly “experimental ” as described by the Secre- 
tary of the Board of Trade. They will be commercial experiments 
—and commercial experiments sometimes, no doubt, are of consi- 
derable hazard—but not scientific experiments. 

The experimental stage, scientifically speaking, is past. The dif- 
ficulty will not relate to the efficiency but to the economy of the 
work ; and this difficulty is enhanced by the uncertainty which pre- 
vails on this topic even among the men most conversant with elec- 
tric lighting in both its aspects—commertial and scientific. They 
do not agree in their anticipations of what the probable cost of light- 
ing a given area under given conditions will be. On the question of 
the relative expeuse of gas and electric light, Sir Frederick Bramwell 
said that he believed that the latter might be supplied at a cost com- 
parable with that of the former, and that any given quantity of gas 
used in the illumination of a building would, if applied to a gas en 
gine, obtain about the same amount of light by incandescent lamps 
with the power produced by it. But then he candidly added that 
there were other conditions to be considered; and at a later stage of 
his examination, when asked by Mr. Story-Maskelyne whether the 
plant of a large gas company would cost more or Jess than the plant 
of an electric light company, he replied that he could not answer 
the question, as he was unable to estimate the cost of lighting a given 
area by electricity, and, therefore, not knowing one of the terms, was 
unable to give the ratio between the two. So, in cross-examination, 
Mr. Spottiswoode admitted that no one knew anything accurately 
about the matter; whilst in the case of those witnesses bold enough 
to give figures it was obvious from the wide discrepancy of authori- 
ties of equal repute that Mr. Spottiswoode’s declaration of the ab- 
sence of knowledge was beyond the question.

That lamp for lamp greater illumi- 
nating power is obtained from the best electric arc lamps as com- 
pared with the best gas lamps{has never been disputed, but, except in 
the case of illuminating large halls for special purposes, this fact is 
What is required in 99 cases 
out of 100 is not so much abundance of light as the equal diffusion 
of it in moderate quantities. In London there is fortunately ample 
opportunity of testing the relative advantages of gas lamps and elec- 
tric lights—various qualities of each—with the least possible trouble. 
Of are lights, there are the Weston, the Brush, and the Jablochkoff ; 
of incandescent, the Edison and others; and of gas, the Bray and 
the Sugg burners, to say nothing of less attractive lamps. The in- 
candescent system of electric lighting may be altogether ignored, 
since it is not so cheap as gas, and has less illuminating power than 
the unimproved form of gas lamp, which has been used in London 
streets for half a century. Turning to the arc lamps, the Weston 
and the Jablochkoff are not particularly objectionable in the streets, 
because each is so materially assisted by the old gas lamps, which 
they have but partially replaced, that the inconvenience attending 
their use in Queen Victoria and adjacent streets, on the Thames 
Embankment, and on Waterloo Bridge is not so seriously felt, espe- 
cially as, at least so far as the Jablochkoffs are concerned, it is for 
only six hours each night that the electricity is used. 

This practically reduces the question to the comparison of tlie 
Brush electric lights, as seen on the line embracing Blackfriars Bridge, 
New Bridge Street, Ludgate Hill,and Cheapside, ria St. Paul's Church- 
yard. Asa lamp the brush is admittedly good, and although it las 
most certainly degenerated very materially both in point of steadi- 
ness—perhaps owing to less costly carbons being used—and in volume 
of light—owing probably to an attempt to run the dynamos with less 
horse-power—is better able to compete with gas than many other 
systems. In the amount of light from each lamp even at present 
there is little to complain of, and when the street is clear of vehicles 
the result is quite as good as when the gas lamps which were replaced

This is but 
too obvious upon comparing the Brush line of light already indicated 
with the improved gas lamps—Bray’s and Sugg’s—used between 
Ludgate Circus and the Houses of Parliament, via Fleet-street, the 
Each individual lamp is 
probably of less than 1-20th the illuminating power of a Brush arc 
light, but the Bray and Sugg line is infinitely better illuminated than 
| the Brush line, although the cost, mile for mile, is said to be con- 
siderably less on the former than on the latter. 
Yet evident as this may be to the denizens of the Metropolis, the 
disposition to give electric illumination a trial is apparent all over 


‘the kingdom, and it must be acknowledged in its proper sphere there 


is a large and profitable field for the energy of those in a position 


\ to supply electric light, all that is necessary being to keep within 


limits. Although there should, perhaps, be no real antagonism be- 
tween suvpliers of gas and electricity, it is essential that each should 
know their rights and duties, and a knowledge of these cannot be 
more readily acquired than from a careful study of Messrs. Bower 
and Webb’s volume, which will be found useful to members of the 
| profession when they are called upon for advice, and particularly

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Oct. 12.—During the week several meetings have been held by the 
coal miners with respect to the advance of wages, but in no instance, 
<o far, has a strike been resorted to. At Clay Cross, and some other 
laces, a small advance has been conceded, but the men are not 
rtisfied with it. But it is not likely that any extreme step will be 
taken, seeing that the men say that low wages and four days a week 
during the summer months have left them very poor indeed. Now, 
without any advance, they are doing well, full time being the rule. 
Trade in house coal is now good, and prices better than they have 
been for along time. To London a larger tonnage has been forwarded 
daily, and the agitation amongst the miners on the wages’ question 
has helped to raise the price of coal to the Metropolitan consumer 
3s. per ton more than it was a few weeks ago. Of thissum not more 





than 1s. per ton can be credited to the colliery owners, the other | 
9s, going to the merchants. Steam coal has been in fair request for | 
the time of year, but the colliery owners are now promised an outlet 
for its exportation by sea. A movement is now on foot for a railway 
direct from Chesterfield to Hull, passing through the North Lincoln- 
shire ironstone field, the Humber being crossed by means of a 
tunnel, This would not only be of great advantage to the Derby- 
shire colliery owners, but it would give a shorter and more direct 
route from East Yorkshire than there is now. 

Trade in Sheffield is good all rourd, but manufacturers have been 
much put about as regards the cost of fuel ; many of them anticipat- 
ing a strike have had to put down stocks at a considerable advance on 
the rate previously paid. The mills have been running well, parti- 
cularly in armour-plates, as well as those for shipbuilders and boiler 
makers. There is a good business doing in both Bessemer and 
crucible steel for various purposes, but rail makers are not so busy as 
they have been, being unable to compete with those whose works 
are more advantageously situated for direct shipment. The cutlery 
houses are well employed on both home and foreign account, espe- 
cially in the best qualities of table cutlery and fancy goods. Makers 
of sheep-shears have been doing a steady trade, and the same may 
be said with respect to edge tool, file and saw manufacturers. The 
machine and engine works have been doing well of late, whilst there 
has been a considerable output of heavy castings for machinery for 
mining purposes. ; 

In South Yorkshire the agitation with respect to the miners’ wages 
has been actively pursued, but we have now got near to the end of it. 
It is said that the wages paid to the miners are scarcely sufficient 
to keep them and their families on the most frugal fare, but in some 
quarters this is disputed. However, as one of the principal colliery 
firms in the district has given us the opportunity of inspecting the 
books, we shall shortly be able to give some idea of what a coal 
miner really can and does earn. 








EXPLOSIONS IN ,cOAL MINES. 
MR, GALLOWAYS THEORY. 


The winter season of the Cardiff Naturalists’ Society was opened 
on Thursday, when a meeting was held in the Town Hall, Cardiff, to 
hear a paper to be read by Mr. Galloway on explosions in coal mines, 
Mr. George E. Robinson, president of the society, took the chair. 

Mr. GALLOWAY went into the history of coal mining in Britain 





from the period of the Roman occupation, when coal was used toa 
small extent, and incidentally mentioned the interesting fact that 
the first account of a colliery explosion was given by the register of 
St. Mary’s Church, Gateshead-on-Tyne, in 1621, when Richard Bac- | 
tras was said to have been burned in a pit. 
one referring to a mine at Mostyn, North Wales. The various in- 
ventions in the way of lamps were next detailed by the lecturer, 
who gave descriptions of the Stellmill, Davy, Clanny, and Miiesler 
kinds, and made interesting experiments as to their behaviour in an 
explosive mixturefof gas and air. Heshowed that safety lamps had not 
up to the present been perfected, and pointed out their defects. Mr. 
(ialloway then proceeded to treat of explosions and their causes, and | 
divided explosions, for convenience sake, into two classes—small 
and great. The formerly usually, he said, took place in shallow 
pits, in which the workings were damp and naked lights were used, 
and this was the class of explosions which were most susceptible 
to weather influence, because the tension of the fire-damp contained 
in the coal and in the strata is so low as to be hardly, if at all 
perceptible, and there were fissures in which the gas lies in a dor- 
mant state in direct communication with the atmosphere. When 
the pressure of the atmosphere fell each fissure gave off a portion of 
its contents into the nearest working. Mr. Galloway proceeded by 
means of diagrams to show how atmospheric changes affected the 
fire-damp found in mines, which showed that the barometric curve 
shown thereupcn corresponded with the curve of appearance of fire- 
damp ina remarkable manner. By keeping an active watch upon 
the indication of the barometer, we should, the lecturer said, be al-

Waysin a position to know when to expect gas. Great explosions, on 
the other hand, never occurred in wet mines, and in cases of this 
kind the intimation was very perplexing. No one was left to tell | 
the tale where gas came from, or how it was ignited. The most | 
that could generally be assumed, with any degree of plausibility, 
Was that in the absence of any known accumulation of gas an ab- 
hormal quantity of fire-damp had been suddenly evolved from the 
strata, and had been ignited by some means. But if this occurred 





in one district, it was far from explaining the presence of flame in 
another district. The assumption, therefore, did not help us out 
of the difficulty, but it had been the only method of acounting 
for great explosions until quite recently, and it was a totally | 
insuflicient one. This conviction had been forced upon his 
(the lecturer’s) mind 10 years ago, and the first idea that occurred | 
to him was that the variations of atmospheric pressure and tempera- | 
ture might, perhaps, influence the quantity of gas evolved, and so |

An experiment of this kind 
was conducted by Mr. Galloway, and was very successful, the firing 
of a pistol at the end of a tube forcing the flame through the meshes

Plosions in mines, in which no large accumulation of fire-damp were | 
known to exist; for it is only necessary to suppose that a sudden 

gust of wind (originated, for example, by the explosion of a small | 
accumulation of fire-damp) had swept through the adjoining gal- 

eres, raising a cloud of dust into the air, and then all the other | 
phenomena would follow in their regular order. The flame of the | 
original inflammable mixture would pass directly into the newly 

ormed one, expanding its volume, the disturbance would be propa- 

gated over an ever widening area, until the area might possibly be- 








come co-extensive with the workings themselves, and the conse- 
quences would be the same as if the whole space had been filled with 
an inflammable mixture before the disturbance began. Mr. Gallo- 
way here showed by an experiment how the coal dust was ignited, 
and, in conclusion, he said that since 1876 he had made many more 
experiments ‘with coal dust on a large scale, and they appeared to 
establish the fact that a mixture of air and coal dust was inflammable 
at ordinary pressure of temperature, without the presence of fire- 
damp. The obvious conclusion was that if a mixture of coal dust 
and air was inflammable in the conditions under which the experi- 
ments were made, then a mixtute of coal dust with the return air of 
fiery mine containing (say) 2 percent. of fire-damp was likely to be 
much more so under the conditions prevailing in a dry and dusty 
mine. If, said Mr. Galloway, once these premises should be gene- 
rally accepted, as he was prone to think they would be at no very 
distant day, then the history of great explosions would not only enter 
upon a new phase, but it was to be hoped they would soon altogether 
disappear from amongst the records of coal mining. 

A cordial vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Galloway at the close

LAST CHANCE CONSOLIDATED SILVER MINING COMPANY. 


The report of the directors to be presented at the meeting to- 
morrow (Saturday) states that in November they circulated the 
report by Mr. 8. Bamberger, made after personal inspection of the 
mines in company with Mr. George Cullen. Thereport in question 
recommended the construction of a tunnel, with the object of 
draining the Last Chance mine, without resorting to a large expenditure on 
machinery, and at the same time of providing an economical mode of carrying 
to market and realising to the best advantage the large body of low grade ore 
developed in the Hooper mine, The directors, after due consideration, decided 
to construct a tunnel as recommended. Owing, however, to very heavy falls of 
snow, and the unprecedenved character of the weather in Utah,it was not 
until May that it was possible to make the definite survey which was necessary 
before the tunnel could be commenced. It was then found that the tunnel 
proposed would be insufficient to provide for the drainage of the Last Chance 
mine. 

A further survey has since been made, and the directors have just received 
advices that a suitable tunnel can be constructed in the course of six months at 
a cost of some $700, which will strike the Last Chance vein some 130 ft. below 
the present workings, and not only drain the mine, but also open up backs to 
that extent in addition to those in the upper workings, besides providing, as 
stated above, for the carriage of the Hooper ore. The advice also states that 
successful experiments have been made in reference to the concentration of the 
low grade ore of the Hooper Mine, and that it is estimated there are in the 
Hooper Mine above the proposed tunnel level some 15,000 tons of low-grade ore, 
averaging 12 ozs, of silver to the ton. The experience so far obtained from the 
working of the mines would appear to point to the fact that rich ore is to be 
found in the various mines, although not in any —_ continuous quantities, 
and that there is a great quantity of low-grade ore which may be successfully 
concentrated and disposed of on satisfactory terms. 





Wassau (Gold Coast).—At the meeting on Thursday (Mr. C. E. 
Lewis, M.P., in the chair) the Chairman said that the object of the 
gathering was to confirm alterations in the Articles of Association, 
so as to comply with the requirements of the Stock Exchange. He 
might say that what had happened since the last meeting entirely 
cuufirmed the statements he then made, and everything that had occurred was 
satisfactory. The directors were taking active steps for getting out the neces- 
sary machinery as quickly as possible. He moved the confirmation of the reso- 
lutions.—The motion was seconded by Mr. Silveriock, and carried. The Chair- 
man said they had received on Tuesday a telegram from Mr. Turner, the 
manager of the mines—“ Crushed 20 tons; result, 43 ozs. of fine gold ; blanket- 
ings, 4 tons; shall continue crushing with all heads.”
